THE NEW MOTOR VEHICLE JUNK YARD LAW 


1. The law went into effect July 8, 1965. 


2. Existing motor vehicle junk dealers must pay $25 
license fee within 60 days and submit a description of his 
land to be used with reference to the permanent bound- 
ary markers. Though location is considered approved, 
all provisions must be complied with including fencing. 


3. New motor vehicle junk yard dealers must meet 
all requirements including certificate of approval from 
the zoning board, location including set backs of 660 feet 
from state highway rights of way, 300 feet from local 
road and street right of way, fencing, suitability of appli- 
cant, aesthetic considerations, $25 license fee, and appear 
at a public hearing before Selectmen, who have broad 
powers to grant or deny a license. Legislative body must 
notify applicant of decision within two weeks of hearing, 
postage prepaid to address on application. 


4. Annual $25 license is required for license renewal 
every year by April 1. 


5. Penalty of $10 a day for violation of law effective 
October 7, 1965. Legisiative body may obtain mandatory 
injunction on violators. 


6. New and used motor vehicle dealers registered as 
such under RSA 260:46 are not considered auto junk 
dealers at their principal place of business. However, they 
must remove junk cars from their premises within 160 
days. Also, any other location used by dealer in same 
community is subject to regulation if it falls within 
definition as auto junk yard. 


7. Otherwise, the Act apples to anyone with two or 
more unregistered or old cars no longer tended or in 
condition for legal use on highways or used auto parts 
equal in bulk to two or more vehicles. 

This is to give notice to all property owners and 
residents of Harrisville that we the Selectmen intend to 
coraply with the above junk yard law as written. 

On April 1, 1966 during our annual survey of the 
Town we shall list all persons violating this law. Notice 
will be sent to each stating that he has 30 days to clear 
his property and comply with the law or the necessary 
injunction will be obtained.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 

The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public 
funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancell- 
ed checks were compared with supporting invoices and 
payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. Receipts 
were checked by source insofar as possible and totals of 
receipts and expenditures verified. Book balances were 
verified by comparison with reconciled bank balances 
made from statements obtained from depository banks. 
Verification of uncollected taxes was made by mailing 
notices to deliquent taxpayers as indicated by the Collec- 
tor’s records. The amounts of uncollected and unredeem- 
ed taxes as indicated in this report are therefore subject 
to any changes which may be necessitated by the return 
of verification notices.

Most of 
us appreciate these values, but still there were enough 
careless people among us to cause over 880 grass and 
woodland fires to start in 1965. True this was a much 
dryer than normal year but this should have meant the 
use of extra care. Fortunately the fire fighting forces 
have held the line against such careless acts. It is up to 
each one of us to be ever mindful that a spark or flame is 
a potential fire. 


WE MUST ALL BE CAREFUL:

2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car

3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town 
dump.

instruciion and with other approved schools. 


ART. 7: It was moved that the district will authorize 
the school board to make application for and to accept, 
on behalf of the district any or all grants or other funds 
for educational purposes which may now or hereafter be 
forthcoming from the United States Government or from 
the state of New Hampshire. 
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ART. 8: It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of five hundred dollars ($500.00) to cover pupil cost ex- 
penses for grades five and six at Camp Union for the 
school year 1965-66. 


ART. 9: Motion was made and seconded the March 
District School Meeting to coincide with the Annual 
Town Meeting to be left to the discretion of the School 
Board members and the Selectmen. It was so voted. 


Questions were asked about the old school building 
and it was moved to direct the School Board to dispose 
of surplus books stored in old school building to be most 
advantageous to the district. 


The business meeting was recessed at 8:10. It was 
voted that the polis remain open until 8:30.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Harrisville: 
I hereby submit my fourth annual report. 


STAFF CHANGES: Two thirds of our professional staff 
is new to the Harrisville School District, Mrs. Louise 
Bergeron retired, culminating a dedicated career. A re- 
placement who was engaged to teach grade one and two, 
resigned before school opened in the Fall. We were most 
fortunate, therefore, in securing Mrs. Harriet E. Marsh- 
burn at a late hour to teach grades one and two. Mrs. 
Marshburn is an experienced elementary school teacher. 


Mrs. Constance Ambrose who taught grades five and 
six moved from the area. She was replaced by Mrs. Helen 
EK. Murray of Keene. Mrs. Murray who has her Bachelor’s 
Degree and Master’s Degree from Keene State College 
also is an experienced teacher, Mrs. Murray was named 
Principal in addition to her teaching duties.

The current enrollment shows a total of 122 boys and 
girls enrolled in grades one through twelve, This is an 
increase of 12, or 10%, over a year ago. Eight of the twelve 
additional pupils are enrolled in the Wells Memorial 
School. The majority of the increase was due to in-migra- 
tion and, therefore not predicted a year ago. 


The possible future first grade enrollment figures are 
based upon school census accounting performed during 
the summer. Regarding future enrollments, it is difficult 
to predict any significant trend. Because of the relatively 
small school population, one or two families in or out can 
affect predictions based upon projected enrollments. 


SCHOOL FACILITIES: During the summer, the cafe- 
teria ceiling was repiaced and a regular program of paint- 
ing and minor repairs was carried out. The sink in the 
kitchen needs to be replaced soon. 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM: The AREA School Plan- 
ning Board, consisting of members from Harrisville, Ches- 
terfield, Keene, Nelson, and Westmoreland, have been 
working diligently over the past two years studying edu- 
cational arrangements for secondary pupils. By the time 
this has been published, a public hearing will have been 
held for the Harrisville citizens at which time the plan 
is explained. A special school district meeting is planned 
to provide the opportunity for Harrisville to either accept 
or reject the proposal. 


Whatever the outcome, the Harrisville Planning Com- 
mittee is to be complimented for the long and dedicated 
Service they have given to the task of insuring the best 
possible secondary educational program. 


In conclusion, I wish to again express my sincere grat- 
itude to the teachers, pupils and parents, the School 
Board, and the patrons of our school for their understand- 
ing and cooperation.
